This book is for students who want help with English grammar. It is written for you to use 
without a teacher. 


The book will be useful for you if you are not sure of the answers to questions like these: 
C What is the difference between I did and I have done? 

о When do we use will for the future? 

Cj What is the structure after I wish? 

о When do we say used to do and when do we say used to doing? 

о When do we use the? 

C What is the difference between like and as? 


These and many other points of English grammar are explained in the book and there are 
exercises on each point. 


Level А 

The book is intended mainly for intermediate students (students who have already studied the 
basic grammar of English). [t concentrates on those structures which intermediate students want 
to use, but which often cause difficulty. Some advanced students who have problems with 
grammar will also find the book useful. 


The book is xot suitable for elementary learners. 


How the book is organised 

There are 145 units in the book. Each unit concentrates on a particular point of grammar. Some 
problems (for example, the present perfect or the use of the) are covered in more than one unit. 
For a list of units, see the Contents at the beginning of the book. 


Each unit consists of two facing pages. On the left there are explanations and examples; on the 
right there are exercises. At the back of the book there is a Key for vou to check your answers 
to the exercises (page 336). 


There are also seven Appendices at the back of the book (pages 292-301). These include 
irregular verbs, summaries of verb forms, spelling and American English. 

Finally, there is a detailed Index at the back of the book (page 373). 

How to use the book 

The units are rot in order of difficulty, so it is мо? intended that vou work through the book 
from beginning to end. Every learner has different problems and you should use this book to 
help you with the grammar that you find difficult. 


It is suggested that you work in this way: 

0 Use the Contents and/or Index to find which unit deals with the point you are interested in. 
o If you are not sure which units vou need to study, use the Study guide on page 326. 

O Study the explanations and examples on the left-hand page of che unit vou have chosen. 

о Do the exercises on the right-hand page. 

D Check your answers with the Key. 

o If your answers аге not correct, study the left-hand page again to see what went wrong. 


You can of course use the book simply as a reference book without doing the exercises. 


Additional exercises 

At the back of the book there are Additional exercises (pages 302-325). These exercises bring 
together some of the grammar points from a number of different units. For example, Exercise 
16 brings together grammar points from Units 26-36. You can use these exercises for extra 
practice after you have studied and practised the grammar in the units concerned. 


CD Rom 

The book is sold with or without a CD Rom. On the CD Rom vou will find more exercises on 
all the units (different from those in the book). There are also 1,700 test questions, and you can 
use these to make your own tests. The CD Rom can also be bought separarely. 


To the teacher 


English Grammar in Use was written as a self-study grammar book, but teachers may also find 
it useful as additional course material in cases where further work on grammar is necessary. 


The book will probably be most useful at middle- and upper- intermediate levels (where all or 
nearly all of the material will be relevant), and can serve both as a basis for revision and as a 
means for practising new structures. It will also be useful for some more advanced students who 
have problems with grammar and need a book for reference and practice. The book is not 
intended to be used by elementary learners. 


The units are organised in grammatical categories (Present and past, Articles and nouns, 
Prepositions etc.). They are not ordered according to level of difficulty, so the book should not 
be worked through from beginning to end. It-should be used selectively and flexibly in 
accordance with the grammar syllabus being used and the difficulties students are having. 


The book can be used for immediate consolidation or for later revision or remedial work. It 
might be used by the whole class or by individual students needing extra help. The left-hand 
pages (explanations and examples) are written for the student to use individually, but they may 
of course be used by the teacher as a source of ideas and information on which to base a lesson. 
The student then has the left-hand page as a record of what has been taught and can refer to it 
in the future. The exercises can be done individually, in class or as homework. Alternatively 
(and additionally), individual students can be directed ro study cerrain units of the book by 
themselves if they have particular difficulties not shared by other students in their class. Don't 
forget the Additional exercises at the back of the book (see To the student). 


The book is sold with or without a CD Rom. This contains further exercises on all the units in 
the book, as well as a bank of 1,700 test questions from which users can select to compile their 
own tests. The CD Rom is also available separately. 


An edition of English Grammar in Use without the Key is also available. Some teachers may 
prefer this for use with their students. 


English Grammar in Use Third Edition 


This is a new edition of English Grammar in Use. The differences between this edition 

and the second edition are: 

O There are eight new units on phrasal verbs (Units 138-145). There is also a new unit 
on wish (Unit 41). Units 42-81 and 83-137 all have different numbers from the 
second edition. 

O Some of the material has been revised or reorganised, and in most units there are 
minor changes in the examples, explanations and exercises. 

O The Additional exercises have been extended. The new exercises are 14-16, 25, 30-31, 
and 37-41. 


о The book has been redesigned with new colour illustrations. 


о There is a new CD Rom with further exercises to accompany the book.

We use continuous forms for actions and happenings that have started but not finished (they are 
eating / it is raining etc.). Some verbs (for example, know and like) are not normally used in this 
way. We don't say Ч am knowing’ or ‘they are liking’; we say ‘I know’, ‘they like’. 


The following verbs are not normally used in the present continuous: 


like love hate want need prefer 


know realise suppose mean understand believe remember

Think 


When think means ‘believe’ or ‘have an opinion’, we do not use the continuous:

When think means ‘consider’, the continuous is possible: 
о Pm thinking about what happened. I often think about it. 
O Nicky is thinking of giving up her job. (= she is considering it)

We use am/is/are being to say how somebody is behaving. It is not usually possible in 
other sentences:

We often use can + see/hear/smell/taste: 
0 I can hear a strange noise. Can you hear it?

Present perfect and past 1

The present perfect (something has happened) is a present tense. It always tells us about the 
situation now. ‘Tom has lost his key’ = he doesn’t have his key now (see Unit 7). 


The past simple (something happened) tells us only about the past. If somebody says ‘Tom lost 
his key’, this doesn’t tell us whether he has the key now or not. It tells us only that he lost his 
key at some time in the past. 


Do not use the present perfect if the situation now is different. Compare: 
0 They've gone away. They'll be back on Friday. (they are away now) 
They went away, but I think they're back at home now. (not They've gone) 


О It has stopped raining now, so we don't need the umbrella. (it isn't raining nou’) 
It stopped raining for a while, but now it's raining again. (not It has stopped) 


You can use the present perfect for new or recent happenings: 
о ‘I've repaired the TV. [It's working OK now.’ ‘Oh, that’s good." 
О Have you heard the news? Sally has won the lottery! 


Use the past simple {not the present perfect) for things that are not recent or new: 
О Mozart was a composer. He wrote more than 600 pieces of music.

We use I'll (= 1 will) when we decide to do something at the time of speaking: 
о Oh, Гуе left the door open. I'll go and shut it. 
о ‘What would you like to drink?! ‘PI have an orange juice, please.” 
о ‘Did you phone Lucy?’ ‘Oh no, I forgot. ГЇЇ phone her now.” 
You cannot use the present simple (I do / I go etc.) in these sentences: 
о ГИ go and shut the door. (not I go and shut) 


We often use I think ГЇЇ... and I don't think I'll ... : 
о I feel a bit hungry. I think I'll have something to eat. 
O I don't think I'll go out tonight. I'm too tired. 


In spoken English the negative of will is usually won't (= will not): 
О I can see you're busy, so I won't stay long. 


Do not use will to talk about what you have already decided or arranged to do (see Units 19-20): 
о I'm going on holiday next Saturday. (not ГІІ go) 
О Are you working tomorrow? (rot Will you work) 


We often use will in these situations: 


Offering to do something

О Are you going to watch television this evening? (not Will you watch)

But often, when we talk about the future, we are not talking about what somebody has decided 
to do.

O Look at those black clouds. It's going to rain. (zot It will rain)

(I think I'm going to be sick because I feel terrible now.) 
Do not use will in this type of situation.

You must do something = it is necessary that you do it: 
O Don't tell anybody what I said. You must keep it a secret.

You mustn't do something = it is necessary that you do not do it (so don't do it):

Had better (I'd better / you'd better etc.) 


Га better do something = it is advisable to do it. If I don’t do it, there will be a problem or 
a danger:

Had better is similar to should but not exactly the same. We use had better only for a specific 
situation (not for things in general). You can use should in all types of situations to give an 
opinion or give advice:

C You're always at home. You should go out more often. (in general – not ‘had better go’) 


Also, with had better, there is always a danger or a problem if you don't follow the advice. 
Should only means ‘it is a good thing to do’. Compare: 

D It's a great film. You should go and see it. (but no problem if you don't) 

о The film starts at 8.30. You'd better go now or you'll be late. 


It's time ... 


You can say It's time (for somebody) го... : 
C It's time to go home. / It's time for us to go home. 


But you can also say: 
D It's late. It's time we went home. 
Here we use the past (went), but the meaning is present, not past: 
0 It's 10 o'clock and he's still in bed. It's time he got up. (not It's time he gets ир) 


It’s time you did something = you should have already done it or started it. We often use this 
structure to criticise or to complain:

You can say ‘I wish you luck / every success / a happy birthday’ etc. :

We say ‘wish somebody something’ (luck / a happy birthday etc.). But you cannot ‘wish that 
something happens’. We use hope in this situation. For example: 
D I hope you get this letter before you go away. (not I wish you get)

We also use wish to say that we regret something, that something is not as we would like it.

The roof of Lisa’s house was damaged in a storm. 
Yesterday a workman came and repaired it. 


Lisa had the roof repaired yesterday. 


This means: Lisa arranged for somebody else to 
repair the roof. She didn’t repair it herself. 


We use have something done to say that we arrange for somebody else to do something for us. 
Compare: 
© Lisa repaired the roof. (= she repaired it herself) 
Lisa had the roof repaired. (= she arranged for somebody else to repair it) 
о ‘Did you make those curtains yourself?’ ‘Yes, I enjoy making things.’ 
‘Did you have those curtains made?’ ‘No, I made them myself.’ 


Be careful with word order. The past participle (repaired/cut etc.) is after the object: 


have object past participle

Your hair looks nice. Have you had | it cut?

Get something done 


You can also say ‘get something done’ instead of ‘have something done’ (mainly in informal 
spoken English): 

D When are you going to get the roof repaired? (= have the roof repaired) 

o I think you should get your hair cut really short. 


Sometimes have something done has a different meaning. For example: 

D Paul and Karen had all their money stolen while they were on holiday. 
This does not mean that they arranged for somebody to steal their money. "They had all their 
money stolen’ means only: ‘All their money was stolen from them’. 


With this meaning, we use have something done to say that something happens to somebody or 
their belongings. Usually what happens is not nice: 

C Gary had his nose broken in a fight. (= his nose was broken) 

C Have you ever had your passport stolen?

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Reported speech 2 


It is not always necessary to change the verb in reported speech. If you report something and 
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the situation hasn't changed, you do not need to change the verb to the past: 
D direct Paul said, ‘My new job is very interesting.’ 
reported Paul said that his new job is very interesting. 
(The situation hasn't changed. His job is still interesting.) 


О direct Helen said, ‘I want to go to New York next year.’ 
reported Helen told me that she wants to go to New York next year. 
(Helen still wants to go to New York next year.) 


You can also change the verb to the past: 
о Paul said that his new job was very interesting. 
о Helen told me that she wanted to go'to New York next year. 


But if you are reporting a finished situation, you must use a past verb: 
о Paul left the room suddenly. He said he had to go. (not has to go)

O She could lend me the money, but she won't. (= she won't lend me the money) 


Use do/does/did for the present and past simple: 
o ‘Do you like onions? ‘Yes, І do.’ (=I like onions) 
о ‘Does Simon live in London?’ ‘He did, but he doesn’t any more.’ 


You can use auxiliary verbs to deny what somebody says (= say it is not true): 
0 ‘You're sitting in my place. ‘No, Pm not.’ (= I’m not sitting in your place) 
o ‘You didn’t lock the door before you left. ‘Yes, I did.’ (= I locked the door) 


We use have you? / isn’t she? / do they? etc. to show interest in what somebody has said or to 
show surprise: 

o 'Pve just seen Simon. ‘Oh, have you? How is he?’ 

O ‘Liz isn't very well today.’ ‘Oh, isn't she? What's wrong with her?’ 

O ‘It rained every day during our holiday.’ ‘Did it? What a pity" 

о ‘Jim and Nora are getting married.’ ‘Are they? Really?’ 


We use auxiliary verbs with so and neither: 
о ‘I’m feeling tired.” ‘So am I.’ (= I’m feeling tired too) 
oO 4 never read newspapers.’ ‘Neither do IJ.’ (= I never read newspapers either) 
O Sue hasn't got a car and neither has Martin. 


Note the word order after so and neither (verb before subject): 
0 I passed the exam and so did Paul. (not so Paul did) 


Instead of neither, you can use nor. You can also use not ... either: 
0 ‘I don't know.’ ‘Neither do I.’ or ‘Nor do I or ‘I don't either.’ 


I think so / I hope so etc. 


After some verbs you can use so when you don't want to repeat something: 
o ‘Are those people English?’ ‘I think so.’ (= I think they are English) 
о ‘Will you be at home this evening?’ ‘I expect so. (= I expect Fil be at home ...) 
о ‘Do you think Kate has been invited to the party?’ ‘I suppose so.’ 

In the same way we say: I hope so, I guess so and I’m afraid so. 


The usual negative forms are: 
I think so / I expect so I don't think so / 1 don't expect so 
I hope so / Fm afraid so / I guessso —>  Jhope not / т afraid not / I guess not 
I suppose so > I don’t suppose so or I suppose not

Afraid to (do) and afraid of (do)ing 


I am afraid to do something = I don't want to do it because it is dangerous or the result could 
be bad. 
We use afraid to do for things we do intentionally; we can choose to do them or not: 
© This part of town is dangerous. People are afraid to walk here at night. 
(= they don't want to walk here because it is dangerous - so they don't) 
O James was afraid to tell his parents what had happened. 
(= he didn't want to tell chem because he knew they would be angry, worried etc.) 


I am afraid of something happening = it is possible that something bad will happen (for 
example, an accident). 
We do not use afraid of -ing for things we do intentionally: 
0 The path was icy, so we walked very carefully. We were afraid of falling. 
(= it was possible that we would fall — ot we were afraid to fall) 
о I don't like dogs.

Interested in (do)ing and interested to (do) 


I'm interested in doing something = I’m thinking of doing it, I would like to do it: 
© Let me know if you're interested in joining the club. (z0t to join) 
O I tried to sell my car, but nobody was interested in buying it. (not to buy) 


We use interested to ... to say how somebody reacts to what they hear/see/read/learn/know/find. 
For example, ‘I was interested to hear it’ = I heard it and it was interesting for me: 
o I was interested to hear that Tanya has left her job. 
o Ask Mike for his opinion. | would be interested to know what he thinks. (= it would be 
interesting for me to know it) 
This structure is the same as surprised to ... / glad to ... etc. (see Unit 65C): 
о I was surprised to hear that Tanya has left her job. 


Sorry to (do) and sorry for/about (do)ing 


We use sorry to ... to say we regret something that happens (see Unit 65C): 
C) [ was sorry to hear that Nicky lost her job. (= I was sorry when I heard that ...) 
C I’ve enjoyed my stay here. ГІЇ be sorry to leave. 

We also say sorry to ... to apologise at the time we do something: 
о Pm sorry to phone you so late, but 1 need to ask you something. 


You can use sorry for or sorry about (doing something) to apologise for something vou did before: 
C) I’m sorry for (or about) shouting at vou yesterday. (rot sorry to shout) 

You can also say: 
C) I’m sorry I shouted at you yesterday. 


We say:

I failed to (do) but I succeeded in (do)ing 
I allowed them to (do) but I prevented them from (do)ing

Sometimes we use a plural noun for one thing that has two parts. For example:

trousers (two legs) pyjamas glasses binoculars 
also jeans/tights/shorts/pants | (top and bottom) 


Scissors 


These words are plural, so they take a plural verb: 
O My trousers аге too long. (not my trousers is) 


You can also use a pair of + these words: 
О Those are nice jeans. or That’s a nice pair of jeans. (not a nice jeans) 
O I need some new glasses. or I need a new pair of glasses. 


Some nouns end in -ics, but are not usually plural. For example: 
athletics economics electronics gymnastics maths (= mathematics) physics politics 
C] Gymnastics is my favourite sport. (not Gymnastics are) 


News is not plural (see Unit 70B): 
C What time is the news on television? (zot are the news) 


Some words ending in -s can be singular or plural. For example: 


means a means of transport many means of transport 
series a television series two television series 
species a species of bird 200 species of bird 


Some singular nouns are often used with a plural verb. For example: 
audience committee company family firm government staff теат 


These nouns are all groups of people. We often think of them as a number of people (= they), 
not as one thing (= it). So we often use a plural verb: 
O The government (= they) want to increase taxes. 
O The staff at the school (= they) аге not happy with their new working conditions. 
In the same way, we often use a plural verb after the name of a sports team or a company: 
О Italy are playing Brazil next week (in a football match). 
O Shell have increased the price of petrol. 
A singular verb (The government wants ... / Shell has ... etc.) is also possible. 


We use a plural verb with police: 
C The police are investigating the murder, but haven't arrested anyone vet. 
(not The police is ... hasn't) 
Note that we say a police officer / a policeman / a policewoman (zot a police). 


We do not often use the plural of person (‘persons’). We normally use people (a plural word): 
О He's a nice person. but They are nice people. (nof nice persons) 
о Many people don't have enough to eat. (not Many people doesn't) 


We think of a sum of money, a period of time, a distance etc. as one thing. So we use a singular 
verb: 

O Twenty thousand pounds (= it) was stolen in the robbery. (not were stolen) 

D Three years (= it) is a long time to be without a job. (not Three years аге) 

О Six miles is a long way to walk every day.

a road accident = an accident that happens on the road 
income tax = tax that you pay on your income

(these are all different things or people to do with television) 
language problems marriage problems health problems work problems

Sometimes the first word ends in -ing. Usually these are things used for doing something:

o If you want to play table tennis (= a game), you need a table tennis table (= a table). 


When two nouns are together like this, sometimes we write them as one word and sometimes as 
two separate words.

We use no + noun. No = not a or not any: 
o We had to walk home because there was no bus. (= there wasn't a bus) 
© Sue will have no difficulty finding a job. (= Sue won't have any difficulty ...) 
C) There were no shops open. (2 There weren't any shops open.) 
You can use no « noun at the beginning of a sentence: 
О No reason was given for the change of plan. 


We use none without a noun: 

о ‘How much money do you have? ‘None.’ (= no money) 

О All the tickets have been sold. There аге none left. (= no tickets left) 
Or we use none of ... : 

о This money is all yours. None of it is mine. 


After none of « plural (none of the students, none of them etc.) the verb can be singular or 
plural.

-ed clauses have a passive meaning: 


O The boy injured in the accident was taken to hospital. (he was injured in the accident)

his father) 


Injured and invited are past participles. Note that many past participles are irregular and do not 
end in -ed (stolen/made/written etc.):

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Quite, pretty, rather and fairly 


You can use quite/pretty/rather/fairly + adjectives or adverbs. So you can say: 
o It's quite cold. It's pretty cold. It's rather cold. It's fairly cold. 


Quite/pretty/rather/fairly = less than ‘very’ but more than “а little’. 


Quite and pretty are very similar in meaning: 
oO You'll need a coat when you go out. It’s quite cold / pretty cold. (= less than ‘very cold’, 
but more than ‘a little cold’) 
0 I’m surprised you haven't heard of her. She's quite famous / pretty famous. 
© Amanda lives quite near me, so we see each other pretty often. 
Pretty is an informal word and is used mainly in spoken English. 


Quite goes before a/an: | 
O We live in quite an old house. (not a quite old house) 
Compare: 
o Sally has quite a good job. 
Sally has a pretty good job. 


You can also use quite (but not pretty) in the following ways: 
quite a/an * noun (without an adjective): 
O I didn't expect to see them. It was quite a surprise. (= quite a big surprise) 
quite a lot (of ...): 
C There were quite а lot of people at the meeting. 
quite + verb, especially like and enjoy: 
O I quite like tennis, but it's not my favourite sport. 


Rather is similar to quite and pretty. We often use rather for negative ideas: 
о The weather isn't so good. It’s rather cloudy. 
о Paul is rather shy. He doesn't talk very much. 

Quite and pretty are also possible in these examples. 


When we use rather for positive ideas (good/nice etc.), it means ‘unusually’ or ‘surprisingly’: 
O These oranges are rather good. Where did you get them? 


Fairly is weaker than quite/rather/pretty. For example, if something is fairly good, it is not very 
good and it could be better: 

C My room is fairly big, but Га prefer a bigger one. 

O We see each other fairly often, but not as often as we used to. 


Quite also means ‘completely’. For example: 
D ‘Are you sure?’ ‘Yes, quite sure.” (= completely sure)

We use still to say that a situation or action is continuing. It hasn’t changed or stopped: 
C) It’s ten o'clock and Joe is still in bed. 
C When I went to bed, Chris was still working. 
о Do you still want to go away or have you changed your mind? 


Still usually goes in the middle of the sentence with the verb (see Unit 110). 


Any more / any longer / no longer 


We use not ... any more or not ... any longer to say that a situation has changed. Any more and 
any longer go at the end of a sentence: 
C Lucy doesn't work here any more (or any longer). She left last month. 
(not Lucy doesn't still work here.) 
о We used to be good friends, but we aren't any more (or any longer). 


You can also use no longer. No longer goes in the middle of the sentence: 
C Lucy no longer works here. 

Note that we do not normally use no more in this way: 
о We are no longer friends. (not We are no more friends.) 


Compare still and not ... any more: 
o Sally still works here, but Lucy doesn't work here any more. 


Yet = until now. We use yet mainly in negative sentences (He isn't here yet) and questions (Is he 
here yet?). Yet shows that the speaker is expecting something to happen. 
Yet usually goes at the end of a sentence: 
o It's 10 o'clock and Joe isn't here yet. 
o Have you met your new neighbours yet? 
O ‘Where are you going for your holidays? ‘We don't know yet.’ 
We often use yet with the present perfect (Have you тег... yet?'). See Unit 7C. 


Compare yet and still: 
O Mike lost his job six months ago and is still unemployed. 
Mike lost his job six months ago and hasn't found another job yet. 
О Is it still raining? 
Has it stopped raining yet? 


Still is also possible in negative sentences (before the negative): 

O She said she would be here an hour ago and she still hasn't come. 
This is similar to ‘she hasn't come yet’. But still ... not shows a stronger feeling of surprise or 
impatience. Compare: 

О I wrote to him last week. He hasn't replied vet. (but I expect he will reply soon) 

D I wrote to him months ago and he still hasn't replied. (he should have replied before now) 


We use already to say that something happened sooner than expected. Already usuallv goes in 
the middle of a sentence (see Unit 110): 

о ‘Whar time is Sue leaving?’ ‘She has already left.’ (= sooner than you expected! 

о Shall I tell Joe what happened or does he already know?

We use even to say that something is unusual 
or surprising.

Like = ‘similar to’, ‘the same as’. You cannot use as in this way: 
C What a beautiful house! It's like a palace. (not as a palace) 
о ‘What does Sandra do?’ ‘She’s a teacher, like me.” (not as me) 
O Be careful! The floor has been polished. It's like walking оп ісе. (not as walking) 
О It's raining again. I hate weather like this. (ло? as this) 


In these sentences, like is a preposition. So it is followed by a noun (like a palace), a pronoun

You can use as if or as though to say how somebody or something looks/sounds/feels: 
O That house looks as if it's going to fall down. 
o Helen sounded as if she had a cold, didn't she? 
O I’ve just come back from holiday, but I feel very 
tired. I don't feel as if I’ve just had a holiday. 


You can use as though in all these examples: 
О I don't feel as though I’ve just had a holiday.

take off Cl It was my first flight. I was nervous as the plane took off. (= went into the air) 
get on o How was the exam? How did you get on? (= How did you do?)

If a verb is regular, the past simple and past participle end in -ed. For example:

We use the past participle to make the perfect tenses and all the passive forms. 
Perfect tenses (have/has/had cleaned): — 

o I have cleaned the windows. (present perfect — see Units 7-8) 

C They were still working. They hadn't finished. (past perfect — see Unit 15) 
Passive (is cleaned / was cleaned etc.): 

o He was carried out of the room. (past simple passive) | ——" 

C) This gate has just been painted. (present perfect passive) | 


Irregular verbs 


When the past simple and past participle do not end in -ed (for example, I saw / I have seen), 
the verb is irregular. 


With some irregular verbs, all three forms (infinitive, past simple and past participle) are the 
same. For example, hit: 

о Don't hit me. (infinitive) 

O Somebody hit me as I came into the room. (past simple) 

о I’ve never hit anybody in my life. (past participle — present perfect) 

C George was hit on the head by a stone. (past participle — passive) 


With other irregular verbs, the past simple is the same as the past participle (but different from 
the infinitive). For example, tell — told: ` 

o Can you tell me what to do? (infinitive) 

O She told me to come back the next day. (past simple) 

О Have you told anybody about your new job? (past participle — present perfect) 

D I was told to come back the next day. (past participle — passive) 


With other irregular verbs, all three forms are different. For example, wake — woke/woken: 
о ГЇЇ wake you up. (infinitive) 
о I woke up in the middle of the night. (past simple) 
о The baby has woken up. (past participle — present perfect) 
C I was woken up by a loud noise. (past participle — passive)
